CONSTITUTION

NAME 

The name of the Corporation is INTER- 
NATIONAL GARDEN CLUB, INC. 

II 
OFFICERS 

The officers of the Club shall be an Honorary 
President, a President, a Vice-President, a Sec- 
retary and a Treasurer. 

m 

HONORARY PRESIDENT 

The Honorary President shall preside at all 

meetings of the Club, and in his absence the 

President or Vice-President in succession shall 

preside. 

IV 

PRESIDENT 

The President, and in his or her absence the 
Vice-President, shall preside at the meetings of 
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the Goveming Board. The President shall, 
with the Secretary, sign all written eontracts 
and obligations of the Club, and shall be a 
member of all committees. 



V 

TREASURER 

1. The Treasurer shall collect all entrance 
fees and all dues, and shall keep the accounts of 
the Club, and disburse its monies, and report 
thereon at each regular meeting of the Gov- 
eming Board. His accounts shall be audited 
by the Auditing Committee semi-annually. 
He shall pay all bills on the certificate of their 
correctness by the House Committee. He 
shall notify persons elected to membership of 
their election. 

VI 

SECRETARY 

The Secretary shall give notice of all meet- 
ings of the Club and of the Goveming Board 
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aod shall keep lamutes of sudi meetings. He 
ot she shall conduct the correspondeoce and 
ke^ the records of the Club. He or she shall 
furnish to the Treasurer the names of all 
members elected to membership, and shall 
advise him of all transfers or changes affecting 
the said membership. He or she shall be the 
keeper of the seal of the Club.

GOVERNING BOARD 

The Governing Board shall consist of sixteen 
members, four of whom shall b^ elected by- 
ballot at each Annual Meeting of the Club, 
to replace the outgoing class and to take office 
at the expiratibn of the term of such outgoing 
class. They ishall hold office for four years, 
and until their successors are elected. The 
Governing Board shall have general charge 
of the affairs, funds, and property of the Club 
and shall have power to elect members. They 
shall have fuU pow^r, and it shall be their 
duty to carry out the purposes of the Club 
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aecording to its Charter, Constitution, and 
By-Laws. 

£. The Governing Board shall, as soon as 
may be after each Annual Meeting, elect from 
its own body an Honcnrary President, a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
who shall hold office until the second Wednes-* 
day of the succeeding January, or until their 
successors are elected. 

3. The Governing Board shall submit at 
each Annual Meeting a general report of the 
affairs of the Club, which shall be printed and 
distributed to the members. 

4. The Governing Board shall meet once a 
month, except during the months of July, 
August and September, and Special Meetings 
may be called by order of the President. Six 
of its members shall constitute a quorum of 
the Governing Board. 

5. The Groveming Board shall prescribe 
rules for the admission of strangers to the 
privileges of the Chib. 



6. The Governing Board may fill any 
vacancy in its body by election of a member 
to hold office until the next Annual Election.

7. The Governing Board shall have power 
to remit penalties for offenses against the 
Rules and for unintentional violations of the 
Constitution.

MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS 

1. There shall be an Annual Meeting of the 
Club on the second Wednesday of January in 
each year. At the Meeting of the incorpora- 
tors, to be held on the first Thursday of June, 
1914, they shall divide themselves into four 
classes whose terms of office shall respectively 
expire on the second Wednesdays of January 
in the years 1915, ldl6, 1917 and 1918, and 
they shall constitute the Governing Board, 
and shall hold office as provided in Article V 
of this Constitution, and thereafter, at each 
Annual Meeting, four members shall be 
elected by ballot as members of the Governing 
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Board (to replace the outgoing dass), whose 
terms of office shall be four yelu*s. 

2. Officers and members of the Governmg 
Board shall hold office during the term for 
which they are elected and until their suc- 
cessors are chosen. 

IX 
QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS 

1. There shall be five classes of members, 
Sustaining, Annual, Patrons, Honorary and 
Juniors. 

2. The Annual membership shall be 
limited to one thousand persons. 

S. Only Sustaining and Annual members 
may vote in the business meetings and hold 
office. 

4. The Sustaining and Patrons' member- 
ship shall be limited to five hundred persons. 
Any Sustaining member who^e name shall 
have been upon the roll of the Club for not 
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less than five years shall be entitled to become 
a Patron on the payment of tSyOOO. They 
shall be entitled to the privileges of regular 
members, but shall forever be exempt from 
all annual dues. 

5. The Honorary membership shall con- 
sist of persons placed in this class by unani- 
mous vote of the whole Governing Board. 

6. Honorary members may share all 
privileges of the Club except those of holding 
office and voting in the business meetings. 

7. The Board of Governors may, upon 
such terms and conditions as they in their 
discretion may enact, extend the privileges of 
the Club to juniors who are members of the 
households of regular members. 

X 

ELECTION OF MEMBERS 

1. Every candidate for regular member- 
ship must be proposed as follows: He or she 
shall be proposed by a member and the name 
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and residence of the candidate^ and the name 
of his or her proposer in his or her respective 
handwriting shall be inserted in a book kept 
for that purpose. The candidate must be 
eighteen years of age when balloted for. 

2. Candidates duly proposed as above 
provided for shall be balloted for by the 
Governing Board for admission to the Club. 

XI 
RESIGNATIONS 

Resignations of membership shall be made to 
the Secretary in writing. 

Such resignation shall not be accepted until 
all indebtedness to the Club of the member 
resigning shall have been discharged.

DUES 

1. The entrance fee for all members shall be 
thirty-five dollars^ except that the entrance fe^ 
for those joining at or prior to the Annual 
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Meeting of January, 1915, shall be twenty-five 
dollars. 

2. The annual dues of Sustaining Members 
shall be one hundred dollars, payable on 
November first in each year, in advance. 

3. The dues of Annual Members shall be 
ten dollars, payable on November first in each 
year, in advance. 

4. The names of all the members who shall 
fail to pay their dues on or before the first day 
of December, shall be then posted in a conspicu- 
ous place in the Club House; and, if such dues 
are not paid on the first day of January there- 
after, such members shall cease to be members 
of the Club; subject, however, to the provisions 
of Article VII, Section 7, of the Constitution. 

5. Candidates elected, on payment of the 
entrance fees and of the dues for the current 
year, shall become members of the Club and 
the election of any candidate shall be void 
if he fails to make such payment within thirty 
days after notice of his election is made. 
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addressed to him at the place given as his 
residence in his application for membership.

SUSPENSION OR EXPULSION 

Any member may be suspended or expelled 
for cause by vote of three-fifths of all of the 
members of the Governing Board, fifteen days 
previous notice m writing having been given 
to the member of the charges preferred against 
him. Any action under this Article may be 
revoked or modified by subsequent vote of the 
Governing Board. 

XIV 
GAMBLING 

No betting or card-playing for stakes shall 
be allowed in the Club rooms. 

XV • 

RULES 

The Governing Board shall prepare and 
enforce Rules regulating the use of the Club 
rooms by the members. 
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XVI 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

There shall be an ' Executive Committee 
which shall consist of the President and four 
other members of the Governing Board ap- 
pointed by it annually. During the recess of 
the Governing Board the Executive Committee 
shall be vested with all the powers of the 
Governing Board, and it jshall be its duty to 
exercise such powers whenever immediate 
action is required. Three members of this 
Committee shall constitute a quorum.

STANDING COMMITTEES 

1. There shall be seven Standing Com- 
mittees to be known as the House Committee, 
the Finance Committee, the Auditing Com- 
mittee, the Library. Committee, the Lecture 
Committee, the Garden Committee and the 
Committee on Research. 
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%. The Governing Board, as soon as may 
be after each aimiial meetmg, shall appoint 
the chairmen of all Standing Committees, 
who shall hold office until the second Wednes- 
day in January following, and until their 
successors are elected. The members of all 
Standing Committees shall be appointed by 
the chairman of such committee, subject to 
the approval of the Governing Board. Each 
Committee shall have the power to fix its 
own quorum. 

3. The House Committee shall consist of 
not more than three members. It shall be its 
duty, subject to the control of the Executive 
Board, to order purchases, to audit bills, to 
regulaite prices, to receive complaints, to 
redress grievances, to appoint and dismiss em- 
ployees, to manage the Club, and to perform 
such other similar duties as may from time to 
time be assigned to it by the Governing Board. 

4. The Finance Committee shall consist of 
not more than three members, of which the 
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cultural purposes of the Club and, subject to 
and with the approval of the Governing 
Boardy to cany out such plans and to petfonh 
such other similar duties as may from time 
to time be assigned to it by the- Governing 
Board. 

9. The Committee on Research shall con- 
sist of not more than three members. Tliis 
committee shall make a study of the theory 
and science of gardening at home and abroad 
and shall report from time to time to the 
Governing Board. It shall correspond with 
similar societies at home and abroad and 
report on the desirability of affiliations with 
such Societies. It shall from time to time 
rq>ort to the Governing Board important dis- 
coveries in horticulture, with recommendations 
as to action by the Governing Board, and shall 
perform such other similar duties as may from 
time to time be assigned to it by the Governing 
Board.

RULES OF GOVERNING BOARD 

The Governing Board shall have power to 
make By-Laws, rules and regulations for the 
government of the Club, and to prescribe and 
enforce penalties for violations of such rules;

NOTICE TO MEMBERS 

Any member may enter in a book, to be kept 
at the office, a mail address, to which all 
notices required to be sent him' under the 
Constitution, By-Laws, Rules or Regulations 
shall be directed. In default, of such entry» 
such notices shall be served by depositing 
them in the Club letter-box addressed to the 
member, who shall be held to have received 
them ten days after they shall have been so 
mailed or deposited. 

XIX 
NOMINATING COMMITTEE 

It shall be the duty of the Governing Board 
to appoint at its stated meeting in December 
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in each year a Nominating Committee of five 
members, not members of the Governing 
Board, whose n4!mes shall be posted immedi- 
atdy. Such Committee shall nominate and 
post a ticket of candidates for the Governing 
Board at least ten days before the Annual 
Meeting.

AMENDMENTS 

The Constitution may be amended by the 
Governing Board at any regular or special 
meeting by a vote of the majority of the 
Governing Board present, whether notice of 
such proposed amendment has been given 
or not. 
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MEETING OF THE GOVERNORS 

1. The Board of Governors shall hold their 
meetmg on the second Thursday of each 
month at three o'clock p. m. 

2. Any Governor who shall be absent for 
three consecutive meetings, without being 
excused by a vote of the Board, shall be 
deemed to have resigned thereform, and his 
or her place shall be filled by an election, as 
provided in sub-division 6, Article VTI of the 
Constitution. 

3. All meetings of the Board and all busi- 
ness meetings of the Club shall be governed by 
Reed's "Parlimentary Rules". 

CANDIDATES FOR MEMBERSfflP 

1. The proposer of a candidate for mem- 
bership shall send letters to the Secretary of 
the Club, at least fifteen days before election, 
giving full name and place of residence of the 
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candidate, and such statement of his or her 
qualifications as they deem proper. The 
name of a candidate shall not be acted upon 
unless he or she has been proposed according 
to sub-division 1, Article IX of the Consti- 
tution and unless he or she be known to at 
least one Grovemor present, or vouched for in 
writing by one Governor.

2. A candidate for membership whose 
name shall have been laid over at two suc- 
cessive meetings of the Board of Governors 
shall not be balloted for until the succeeding 
names on the list have been voted upon, 
except in the case of minors. 

3. The presiding officer after having ex- 
amined and coimted the ballots shall announce 
the composition and result and the Secretary 
shall record the result in the Minutes. Any 
Governor may, before the adjournment of the 
meeting, move to reconsider a vote of adoption 
or rejection. 
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4. An votes, oonveiaatiooB, and debates on 
the subjects of admissions^ exdusions and 
expulsions^ and the substance of the result 
thereof, shall be regarded as confidential and 
shall not be divulged. 

VISIIXMIS 

1. Any one not residing in the United 
States, may, on introduction by a member, 
enjoy the privileges of the Club for any time 
not exceeding two weeks; but no visitor shall be 
introduced under this rule more than once in 
any calendar year; and no member shall intro- 
duce mxyre than one tdsitor at a tme under this 
rule, 

d. Any one residing in the United States, 
but not in New York, may, on introduction 
by a member, enjoy the privileges of the Club 
for any time not exceeding one week; but no 
visitor shall be introduced under this rule more 
than once in any calendar year; and no member 
shall introduce more than one visitor at a time 
under this rule. 
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S. Any one residing in New York City, may 
on introduction by a member, enjoy the privi- 
leges of %\ie Chib for any time not exceeding 
one day and one evening; biU no visitor shall 
be introduced under this rule m/o/re than once 
in any calendar year; and, no member shcdl 
inJtrodvce more ihan one visitor cd a time under 
this rule. 

4. In all instances the name and residence 
of eadi visitor, with the name of the member 
introducing him or her» and the date of the 
introduction, shall first be entered in a Visi- 
tors* Book provided for the purpose. 

5. A member introducing a visitor shall be 
held responsible for his or her conduct while 
in the Club. 

6. Visitors of distinction may, on invitation 
by the Executive Committee enjoy the privi- 
leges of th^ Club for a time to be specified in 
the invitation.

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GUESTS 

1. Guests (men or women) as distin- 
guished from '* visitors" shall be admitted as 
often as invited by a member to the Recep- 
tion Room, the Living Room, the Dining 
Room, the Terrace Garden and any rented 
room. Unlike ordinary visitors, such visitors 
shall not have access to other parts of the 
Club House nor to its general privileges. 

£. The name of each Guest, entertained in 
the Dining Room shall be entered in the 
Guests' Book opposite the name of the Hostess. 

3. Guests under 18 years of age shall not 
be admitted to the Club House except when 
accompanied by a member. 



ACCOUNTS 

1. A list shall be posted on the bulletin 
board on the 15th day of each month, show- 
ing the unpaid amounts due by each member 
for ''house charges" on the last day of the 
preceding month, and on the day previous 
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to such posting a notice shall be arent to every 
member notifying him or her of the amount 
due and requesting her to pay the same at 
her earliest convenience: A member thus 
posted who shall fail to pay his or her indebted- 
ness before the first of the following month, 
may, at the discretion of the Board of Gover- 
nors, be suspended from the privileges of the 
Club. 

£. A member introducing a visitor shall be 
held responsible for his or her indebtedness to 
the Club.

COMPLAINTS 

1. Complaints and suggestions shall be 
made in writing to the appropriate Com- 
mittee, and deposited in one of the locked 
boxes kept at the Desk for that purpose. 
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• 2; The conduct of an employee shull not be 
made a matter of pec^onal reprimand by a 
memjber; nor shall a member send ior the 
Superintendent to make complaints or sug- 
gestions. 

RESTRICTIONS 

1. Property belonging to the Club shall 
not be taken from the Club House except on 
authority from the Board of Governors. 

S, Members shall not induce employees of 
the Club to ; leave its service,, nor slu^l they 
employ them duriAg. their off hours. 

3. No member, visitor or guest shall give 
money or a gratuity in any form to anyone in 
the service of the Clvi. 

4. All notices not to be posted in the Club 
House shall be sent by mail to the address of 
a. member, given by. her at the oflice; but if 
nqne shall hftve been given, and. the address 
cannot be ^uscertained, the notice shall be 
deposited in the Club box for letters, and all
